Judge Adyooste-tieneral Holt han published,
through the Chrenicle (Washinglon) and in
pamphlet, 8 “Vindicauon of Judge Advoente-
General Holt from the Foul Slanders of Truitors,

tonfessed Perjurers, and Suborners, acting
the interest of Jefferson Davis.” In so far as it
conflnes itzell to 1ta proper work, we deem this
Vindication complete, General Holt was duped
by the arch-villain who ealled himself” Sanford
Conover, 88 others had been belore him. De-
ceived by Conover's lies, he gave that scoundrel
credence and money which might have been
better bestowed,  Conover, thus supported, sub-
orned other villains to commit perjuries con-

Long before the productior ot the testimony in
question, a tribunal, composed ol offlcers of the
first rupk and intelhgence, had, after the tallest
investigation, and upon proof which has not
been, and, 1t 18 believed, cannot be asspiled,
pronounced the hewl of the Rebellion guilty
ol the corime which crowned its inin-
mous  history. BSinve then other and
equally refiuble evidence has been presented,
and the Judiclary Commitiec of toe House ol
Representutives, in whose report it is set torth,
have apolared, upon an examination of this and
the previoua proots, und excluding from their
consideration that now discredited, thar ‘there

Horance Grecley's Interviews With the
FPresident.,
From the World.

We hisve reprinted from the fribune an edl
torinl io which Mr, Greeley appends s fali
signatare, It descoribps certtain interviews he
bad with the Pre:ident, and the curions advice
e gave ham, last antomn and winter, The
o:tengible occasion of this signed ediorial s
the complaint made by Mr. Beecher, in his

reeent letter, of the want of tact exhibited by
the Republican Copgressmen in provoking -
ruptore with the President, The ostensibie pur-
pose ot Mr. Greeley is wo rebut this consure by
sbhow ng that concmliatory ovértures were made
to I'resident Jobhnson and rejected. Mr. Greeley
theretore conclides that, long betore the meot
ing of Coneress, the President had decided to
break with his party and make an alllunce with
its enemes,

Mr, Grecley's statements do not bear out his
copclusions, The lirst of the inlerviews took
place soon after the New York eleetion, in
November; the other, after the appointment by
Congress of the Joint Committec on Recon-
struction. By Mr. Greeley’s account, both of
those private conferences were songht by the
President,  Jostead, therefore, of wnvalidating
the cnticiem of Mr. Beecher, they strengthen
it, Itis the side that mwakes overlures, not the
side that receives them, toar gives evidence of
a conciliatory spirit, 1t i3 true toat the Presi-
dent did not iollow Mr, Girecley’s ndvice; but
the fuct rhat he once and pgmin sought ir,
showed un anxious, troubled, undecided stare

v ol mimd—a mind groping atter some vxpedient

to prevent n final rupture with the party that
bad ¢lected him, By Greeley's advics was not
followed, beeause 1L was nol gond; or at any
rule, this i & ready way for sccounting for its
rojection.

The navice given in the November interview
was, that three emtnent citizens of tne North
should mect, st tke White Housc, Lhees amiinend
cillzens of the South, and there, under the eve,
and with the occasional ndvice of the Presideat,
spend a fortmight or so in canvassing the condi-
tions o1 rettloment, and acreeing on a policy.
AMr. Greeley pledeed himself i advance lo give
his utmost support 0 any policy which should
bi: thus agreed on,

By this purblind disclosure Wr, Greeley is
estopped from harpine with bis party, as lustily
a¢ heretolors, oo thelr favorite tope ot Presiden-
tial usurpation.  **It 18 the province of Con-
gress,” they iusist every day e the week, **and
not st all of the President, to devise the policy
ol restorstion,”

We put i1 te Mr. Crecley to
gay il u policy reached by the wmethod he
advised would have been u Coneressional

woliey ? Gongress would have been consulted
n no stoge of its formatton, It would huve
been a poliey concocted by the President with
the #id ot unotiom) sdvieers of b own selec-
ficu; wnd Mr. Greeley, by bis own pccount,
pledged himeelt o sdvocate it throagh thick
and thin, whether Coneress approved 1t or not.
The President, at the time ol that interview,
was engnged in the |)r|_'|[-|u‘ntl m ot his annual
message; and had Mr. Grecley’s advice been
followed, and a sauistactory result b-en renched,
the pohiey ggreed upon would have been com-
municatod 1w Congresa in the measaze, AMr,
ureeley would have nad Mr. Jolinson stand by
it, even in opposition to Coneress, as resoalutely
us he hoas by Lis actual pohey; snd the Zvibuae
would have given him a €tendy and robnst
support in doing #0. In view of this expusure
which he hus wade or hvmsell, we call upon
Mr, Greeley mever scain to joiu in the hoe-
gud-cry of the radicals ariinst the President

The changes made in the politioal wap of Bo-
rope by the late wondrons war are not less re-
markable than the quiek suecesslon of Prussinn
victories, Fol instauce, the oldest ruling family
In Europe, the Gnelphs, are entirely pushed out
irom among the sovereign princes, and reduced
1o the pomuion of private gentlpmen.

And now the detent of the hapsburgs by the
Hohenzollerns drives a lineal  deacendant of
Henry 11 irom his throne in Hanover and an-
nexes his kingdom to the dominions of we vic-
tor, Thue, the Hohenzollern has become the
greptest power in Germany, and bis former
superiors a8 pivals are under him, or at least
sutject 1 his influences,

As 8 matier of lnstomen! intorest, let us take a
look at this gain of Pruassia. Before the war,
secording 1o the last census of 1864, the total
population of Prugain was 19,265,140, includin
those military aetachments stationed at tedora
loriresses outside of Prussia, numbering 28,869
men.  binee the ¢ensus the Duchy of Lanen-
burg, with a population ot 49,704, was added by
treaty with Austrin, so that the éntire popula-
tion of Prussia ou the day that war was de-
¢lared reached the total of 10,304 848, Now,
there wilt be, a8 the result of the vietory, lncor-
porated with Prussia the lollowing countries:—
